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OSCAR-nominated Hollywood 
star Michael Fassbender and 
actress Marion Cotillard are 
coming to Ely - as the cathedral 
has been chosen for yet another 
huge blockbuster. 

Ely News can reveal that 
scenes for the hugely-anticipat¬ 
ed new film adaptation of 
William Shakespeare’s tragedy 
Macbeth are going to be filmed 
at the cathedral. 

The movie stars Irish-German 
actor Fassbender as Macbeth 
and French actress Cotillard as 
Lady Macbeth - and both will be 
appearing in the scenes inside 
the cathedral’s Lady Chapel. 

As if that isn’t exciting enough, 
local residents are also being 
given the chance to be extras in 
the film, which is being directed 
by Justin Kurzel. 

The filming - the seventh time 
Ely Cathedral has been used as 
a movie location - is taking 
place from Thursday, March 20 
to Saturday, March 22. 

The Casting Network Ltd, 
based in Surrey, is now recruit¬ 
ing people aged 16-80 to feature 
as extras in the film. 

Lesley Gogarty, director of the 
casting firm, said: “It seems that 
Ely is one of Hollywood’s 
favourite UK locations at the 
moment. Banquet scenes for 
Macbeth are being filmed inside 
the cathedral’s Lady Chapel 
from March 20-22. 

“Fassbender is definitely 
appearing in those scenes and it 
is highly likely that Cotillard 
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will be too. We’re looking for 
local people to star as extras in 
the film and we need approxi¬ 
mately 100 people each day. 

“Those roles will include eve¬ 
rything from earls to servants - 
it’s extremely exciting. 

“As the film is set in Scotland 
in medieval times, for historical 
accuracy, we can only consider 
Caucasian men and women age 
16-80.” 

People who qualify as extras 
will be paid although people 
must live locally as no travel 
expenses will be paid. 

Mrs Gogarty said: “All appli¬ 
cants must have good availabil¬ 
ity for costume fitting in the 
first or second week of March 
and obviously for the filming 
days. 

“Men ideally need collar- 
length to shoulder-length hair 
with a beard. If your hair is long¬ 
er than shoulder-length you 
should be willing to have it cut, 
and if its short you need to start 
growing it out. Facial hair is 
great too. If you don’t already 
have a beard, please start grow¬ 
ing one. 

“There are no false beards or 
hairpieces/wigs on this produc¬ 
tion so please do not ask to be 
considered if your hair is short 
of if you are not prepared to 
grow a full beard. 

“Women ideally need very 
long hair with no obvious high¬ 
lights and no obvious dye.” 


The news comes just months 
after scenes for blockbuster 
Jupiter Ascending, starring Mila 
Kunis and Channing Tatum, 
were filmed at the cathedral. 

The ‘Ship of the Fens’ has also 
been used in The King’s Speech, 
Elizabeth: The Golden Age, The 
Other Boleyn Girl, The Other 
Man and a recent Bollywood 
film. 

Among Fassbender’s most 
notable roles to date are slave 
owner Edwin Epps in 12 Years a . 
Slave, which earned him a 2014 
Academy Award nomination for | 
Best Supporting Actor, Magneto 
in the superhero film X-Men: 
First Class and the android 
David in the science fiction 
movie Prometheus. 

Cotillard has starred in a 
whole host of films, including 
La Vie en Rose, The Immigrant, A 
Very Long Engagement, Furia, 
Les Jolies Choses and Love Me If 
You Dare. 

In 2012, she received wide¬ 
spread acclaim for her perfor¬ 
mance as the orca trainer 
Stephanie in Rust and Bone and 
won the Globe de Cristal Award, 
the Etoile d’Or Award and the 
Hawaii International Film 
Festival Award for Best Actress 
and received nominations for 
the Critics’ Choice Award and 
Screen Actors Guild Award, to 
name just a couple.

CONTENTIOUS plans to axe a 
community bus service’s 
funding have been rubber- 
stamped by councillors - 
sparking fears for the future 
of the charity.

“The decision on Tuesday 
means that the we are safe for 
the next 12 months but the fact 
that bus pass subsidies will be 
cut next April really isn’t good 
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news for us or our users. 

“We’re going to spend the 
next 12 months thinking really 
hard about how we move for¬ 
ward and adapt in order to 
cope with those changes when 
they happen. 

“We’d like to thank everyone 
for their amazing support and 
we can assure our users and 
staff that it is very much busi¬ 
ness as usual for the next 12 
months. 

“We would also like to assure 
them that we will be doing our 
utmost to make sure that Ely 
Soham Dial a Ride will survive 
for at least another 10 years.” 

Martin Curtis, council leader, 
says the authority will be help¬ 
ing community transport 
schemes such as Dial a Ride to 
find “other income streams” 
and that it is possible the char¬ 
ity could benefit from a new 
£500,000 pot of funding.

District 
battered 
by 80 mph 
winds 

HURRICANE-strength 
winds wreaked havoc for 
homeowners, businesses 
and commuters across 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Gales of up to 80mph 
battered the area on 
Friday and Saturday. 

The storm - believed to 
be one of the worst in 
living memory - claimed 
the lives of three people 
in the UK, and caused 
mayhem locally. 

Homes and buildings 
across the region were 
damaged and many trees 
fell victim to the gales - 
keeping firefighters and 
police busy at all hours. 

Among the trees 
destroyed by the winds 
were ones in Station 
Road, Ely, The Slade in 
Witcham and Ely Road, 
Queen Adelaide, to name 
just a few, bringing 
drivers to a standstill 
until they were 
recovered. 

The winds also 
destroyed a former 
antiques shop in 
Chatteris - leaving 
migrant workers without 
a roof over their heads. 

The brick building in 
East Park Street collapsed 
to the ground, and sent 
bricks crashing down 
onto two cars. 

Emergency services 
were called to the 
incident at around 2am 
on Saturday, but luckily 
there were no casualties. 

Train journeys and 
flights were also affected. 


Fine of £60,000 for 
‘avoidable’ deaths 
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A FARMING partnership 
has been fined £60,000 
following the death of 
two half-brothers at a 
lake near Wicken. 

Ashley Yardy, 22, and 
Luke Yardy, 17, both of 
King Cob, Stretham, died 
after getting into difficul¬ 
ty on a lake at the 
Kingfishers Bridge Project 
on September 11, 2011. 

Luke was carrying out 
his role as a trainee game- 
keeper at the man-made 
beauty spot, assisted by 
Ashley and Luke’s father, 
Andrew Fountain. 

He was navigating a 
small narrow boat across 
the lake alone in order to 
collect a dead goose, 
which was shot the previ¬ 
ous evening as part of a 
cull. 

Luke came into difficul¬ 
ty while crossing the lake 
when he dropped an oar 
and fell off the boat and 
into the water. 

Despite the best efforts 
of Ashley, who managed 


to swim out and reach 
Luke, the step-brothers 
both drowned in the lake. 

An inquest into their 
deaths was held last 
March and heard that 
Luke was not wearing a 
lifejacket - and had not 
been trained how to use 
the boat properly. 

Last Friday, AC, PC, & RC 
Green, the Wicken-based 
farming partnership 
which manages the lake 
on behalf of the 
Kingfishers Bridge 
Wetland Creation Trust, 
was prosecuted by the 
Health and Safety 


Executive (HSE). 

The hearing was held at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
and the partnership was 
fined £60,000 and ordered 
to pay £31,252 in costs 
after pleading guilty to 
breaching Section 4(2) of 
the Health and Safety At 
Work etc Act 1974. 

Speaking at the inquest 
last year, at which a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death 
was recorded, landowner 
Andrew Green said life¬ 
jackets were kept in his 
garage and not by the lake 
because the boat was used 
“less than 10 times a year”. 


He said: “This tragedy 
has affected us all. Luke 
was almost like a son to 
me. I was keen to allow 
him to pursue his passion 
for the countryside and 
nobody ever thought for 
one moment it would end 
in such tragedy.” 

Speaking after the court 
hearing, HSE inspector 
Peter Burns said: “This 
was a tragic and wholly 
avoidable incident that 
has taken the lives of two 
loving brothers and dev¬ 
astated their family and 
friends. 

“Had Luke been wearing 
a simple floatation aid, 
like a life jacket, then he 
would not have drowned, 
and Ashley would not 
have needed to attempt a 
rescue. 

“Those in control of 
lakes that people are 
allowed to access by boat 
should ensure that life¬ 
jackets are worn at all 
times unless there are 
specific grounds for not 
doing so. That wasn’t the 
case here, and a jacket 
should have been worn.” 


NHS worker accused of filing false overtime forms 


An NHS employee has denied filing 
false overtime forms to make more 
cash. 

Sarah Brown, of Dobede Way, 
Soham, pleaded not guilty to fraud 
by false representation at 


Cambridge Crown Court, in 
relation to alleged offences 
between October 2009 and April 
last year. 

The 29-year-old was working at 
the Collaboration for Leadership in 


Applied Health Research and Care 
(CLAHRC) centre in Trumpington 
Road, Cambridge, at the time of the 
allegations. 

Brown was bailed to face trial in 
the week commencing April 28.

Firm wants 128 
homes in village 


MORE than 100 new homes 
could be built in Witchford. 

Just weeks after Cheshire- 
based firm Gladman 
Developments Ltd announced 
it wanted to build 100 new 
homes in Haddenham, the 
firm has now submitted a 
screening opinion to build up 
to 128 new properties on land 
north of Field End, Witchford, 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.

In a letter to the council, the 
firm said: “The council has 
previously provided a screen¬ 
ing opinion for this site on the 
basis that the submission pro¬ 
posed a development of 99 
dwellings. 

“Gladman Developments 
have reviewed the 
Development Framework 
Plan further and wish to 
increase the number of dwell¬ 
ings proposed from 99 to 128. 

“The site is located on the 
northern side of Witchford 
and within walking distance 
of a range of services and 
facilities. 

“The site is currently agri¬ 


cultural land and is devoid of 
any significant agricultural 
value. 

“The development proposed 
is for up to 128 homes of a 
varying type, size and tenure, 
including affordable housing 
(30 per cent). 

“Open space, recreational 
uses and associated land¬ 
scaping will be provided.” 

As previously reported, the 
company has also submitted 
a screening opinion to build 
100 new homes on land south 
of number 18, Wilburton 
Road, Haddenham. 

As with the site in Witchford, 
the proposals involve build¬ 
ing 30 per cent affordable 
housing.

A lament for Ely... 

THERE are those who may regard incessant 
construction projects and expansion as 
progress. There are those who stand to make a 
handsome profit from the tidal wave of brick 
and mortar defiling the land. And there are 
those who make money from tearing up the 
landscape only to move on, oblivious to the 
permanent scar they have inflicted on field and 
meadow. 

The onslaught goes on, up and down our once 
green and pleasant land. The euphemism is 
‘development’. And so it is in Ely. Barely a week 
passes without a new announcement published 
in the press. We are told of a huge new shopping 
centre in the pipeline near the train station 
resplendent with restaurants and major retail 
infrastructure. A vast leisure centre off 
Downham Road is perpetually mooted. But the 
most monstrous plan of all must be the gigantic 
North Ely development housing project set to 
wreck vast swathes of greenfield on the 
outskirts of the city. Who benefits from this, one 
can only speculate. I doubt whether it’s the 
ordinary folk of Ely. The distinct character of a 
medieval city in miniature is being diluted 
remorselessly. Enormous energy is devoted to 
the creation of thousands of identikit houses 
about to blight the unique surrounding 
countryside. Yet the city centre increasingly 
evokes a sense of decline with empty retail units 
and charity shops proliferating. 

People gravitate to town centres to enjoy the 
facilities, to congregate, to socialise and 
patronise shops and restaurants. They aren’t 
drawn to sterile retail parks for any reason other 
than to boost the profit margins of giant 
business conglomerates. Research the history of 
Ely and pictures of its historical heart show a 
vibrant community space with period 
architecture, a corn exchange and water 
fountain. The market square today is a damning 
indictment of neglect and lack of investment. 
Hideous 1960s office blocks stand empty, utterly 
out of character with an ancient city crying out 
for refurbishment and new thinking. And the 
old fountain? Abandoned on a nondescript 
patch of green opposite Waitrose car park. Is 
this how the city fathers choose to reflect a 
medieval gem to the outside world? Visitors 
travel here to see a distinct city of world 
heritage, not a neglected and tired townscape. 

I urge the chamber of commerce and 
councillors to devote their energy into 
reinvigorating a desperately neglected ancient 
centre, instead of being in thrall to big business 
interests that do nothing to enhance the 
distinct character of this city.

Turbines are NOT a necessity 

WE were alarmed to see the publication of a 
letter from the independent environmental 
consultant Mr Hart in the February 6 edition of 
the Ely News that presented inaccurate and 
misleading facts about the impact of wind 
turbines on the local environment. 

Whilst our group agrees with a number of 
points raised on achieving a sustainable energy 
mix and focusing on energy efficiency, we 
strongly disagree with his perception that wind 
turbines are a necessity that local communities 
should just accept. The statement referring to 
minimal environmental impact is of particular 
concern and Mr Hart should be aware of the 
specific requirements including the visual 
impact that must be sufficiently addressed in 
the Environmental Impact Assessment 
submitted with the planning application. He 
should also be aware that approximately half of 
all wind farm applications are refused, with one 
of the principal reasons due to the visual impact 
to local landscapes. 

The developers, REG Power, are seeking 
planning permission to install four up to 130m 
turbines, twice the height of Ely Cathedral, 
adjacent to a local village community. This will 
have a catastrophic impact on the local 
community, severely affecting individuals’ right 
to tranquility and dramatically altering the 
local landscape. If approved to 130m in height, 
the turbines will become the dominant feature 
in the local landscape, impacting views to Ely 
Cathedral and beyond. 


Mr Hart’s statement that the UK is leading the 
way in wind technology is incorrect. There are 
no large-scale turbine manufacturers in the UK. 
The majority of new wind turbines are designed 
and manufactured in Europe, such as Siemens 
in Germany and Vetas in Denmark. The UK 
does not have a wind turbine industry to 
provide jobs, as we import the equipment from 
others. We should be investing in UK renewable 
energy technology that not only provides 
sustainable energy but supports local jobs and 
communities. 

Finally, in reference to the point about the 
economies of wind turbines and the importance 
of their contribution to a future energy mix: as a 
country, we need a stable power supply, made 
up from reliable base load generation and other 
forms of energy to cover peaks and troughs, 
such as when everyone puts the kettle on before 
or after a particular TV programme. Reliable 
forms of energy such as gas, clean coal, nuclear 
and stable renewables such as hydro, biomass, 
tidal and to some degree solar are required to 
provide this reliable base load. As we have little 
control over the wind, the use of turbines can 
never be considered a major contributor to the 
essential base load requirements. This opinion 
has been confirmed in the Government’s recent 
decision to reduce subsidies for onshore wind 
development and political parties such as the 
Conservatives and UKIP are recognising the 
benefits of onshore wind are questionable.

Our area’s not right for turbines 

THERE are many arguments surrounding the 
issue of wind turbines, and Rod Hart’s 
whitewashing (“Wind turbines: some facts”, 
February 6) rings far from true - but in the Fens 
there are several unique issues. 

Firstly, the Fens contain some of the most 
fertile ground in the world, including half of 
England’s “grade 1” agricultural land, despite 
covering less than 3% of the country. It is 
senseless to use this most precious of land for 
turbines, instead of agriculturally poor areas. 

Secondly, the flat nature of the area means 
that any tall structures are visible from a great 
distance. The picturesque cathedral skyline is 
prominently visible from Stretham, where I live, 
and in Sutton, where I work - plus of course, 
from much further away. But this cuts both 
ways. 

A structure twice the height of the cathedral 
will be visible from a far greater distance, 
marring the view for many tens of thousands of 
people. 

The wind turbine debate will not be settled 
any time soon and it seems certain that, rightly 
or wrongly, many more will be erected in the 
near future. However, common sense clearly 
points towards the Ely area (or any other part of 
the Fens) being particularly unsuitable for these 
towering monoliths!

Active Kids vouchers up for grabs 


ALMOST 200 parking tickets have 
been issued to motorists in Ely 
within a matter of weeks. 

In December, obstructive and 
illegal parking in city centre streets 
such as High Street, Market Street 
and Forehill was identified as a 
police priority following com¬ 
plaints from residents and busi¬ 
nesses. 

Local PCSO Maria Robinson has 
revealed that since then, a whop¬ 
ping 173 fixed penalty notices have 
been issued to motorists in the city 
centre. 

She said: “Forehill was an area 
that was highlighted as having 
issues due to vehicles parking at 
the top of the hill too close to the 
junction and causing an obstruc¬ 
tion. 

“This has been addressed by 
officers taking photographs of 
offending vehicles causing the 
obstruction at the time and issuing 
fixed penalty notices. To date, 37 
penalty notices have been issued 
here. 

“The pedestrian zone in High

Street which is in place on 
Saturdays from 10am-4pm has 
been monitored and enforced 
where applicable. To date, 36 pen¬ 
alty notices have been issued at 
this location. 

“Since December, a total number 
of 173 penalty notices have been 
issued to vehicles that have been 
parked illegally within Ely city 
centre. Officers will continue to 
work alongside the public to 
address the ongoing problem.” 

Mrs Robinson says officers have 
also been working hard to tackle 
parking issues outside the city’s 
schools. 

She said: “Officers have been 
enforcing parking restrictions by 
attending the schools at relevant 
times and issuing penalty notices 
to any vehicle found committing 
an offence. 

“Officers cannot be at the schools 
every day but try their best to get 
round all schools each week.”

Safety pledge at 
crash blackspot

AN accident blackspot which 
claimed the life of a popular 
teenager is set to be made 
safer this summer. 

Residents have been calling 
for safety improvements to 
the junction at the bridge in 
Sandhill, Littleport, for some 
time. 

More than a dozen people 
have been killed in collisions 
at or near the junction over 
the years, including Ely Sixth- 
Form College student lack 
Ure, 18, who was killed in a 
car accident there on lune 20 
last year. 

Last luly, one of lack’s 
friends, Courtney Pettifor, 18, 
who lives in Littleport, 
launched a campaign urging 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council Highways to make 
improving safety at the junc¬ 
tion a priority. 

More than 1,000 people 
signed the petition, which 
asked for either traffic lights 
at the junction or work to be 
carried out to improve its vis¬ 
ibility. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, the coun¬ 
ty council’s deputy leader and 
cabinet member for highways 
and community infrastruc¬ 
ture, has written to Courtney 
telling him that a safety 
improvement scheme has 
been drawn up and that the 



project should be completed 
in spring or early summer. 

In the letter, he said: “Our 
bridge engineers have devel¬ 
oped a new design to improve 
the visibility of the main road 
to people on the side road. 

“Improving the distance 
that you can see along the 
main road from the side road 
will make a real improvement 
to the safety at this location. 

“The project will remove the 
hand rail fitted with mesh on 
top of the concrete sections 
and will also move the road 
signs further back towards 
the river. 

“Additionally, the fence to 


the north will be also be 
removed and a new one fitted 
on top of a new retaining wall, 
again further back from the 
road edge. This proposal will 
quadruple the visibility dis¬ 
tance of the main road in 
both directions to about 
160m. 

“As the river bank will need 
reshaping we require the con¬ 
sent of the Environment 
Agency to proceed with our 
scheme. 

“We have received a verbal 
agreement; however, we are 
still awaiting the written con¬ 
sent that we hope to have 
soon. 

“We anticipate that subject 
to this agreement being in 
place the project will be com¬ 
pleted in spring or early sum¬ 
mer 2014.” 

Courtney, a former Ely 
College Sixth-Form student, 
said he was “delighted” with 
the news and thanked every¬ 
one for their support. 

Among those also calling for 
safety improvements was 
Vanessa Wood, who owns 
Riverside Caravan Park, 
located near the junction, 
which she described as a 
“death trap”. 

Jack, who lived with his par¬ 
ents, Tony and Emma, and 
sister, Lucy, in Pymoor, had 
finished his final A-level 
exam just hours before the 
accident.

Diabetes: 
Number of 
sufferers 
is rising 

ALMOST 20 per cent of 
residents in Cambridgeshire 
who have diabetes do not 
know they have the condition. 

Data revealed by Diabetes 
UK shows that NHS 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough currently has 
47,300 people with diabetes, 
of whom 90 per cent of these 
have Type 2 diabetes. 

And of those, 8,800 people 
have the condition but don’t 
know it, which is 18.5 per 
cent. 

Nationally, the number of 
people diagnosed with 
diabetes in the UK has 
increased to more than 3.2 
million. 

The new figures show that 
there were 3,208,014 adults 
with the condition in 2013 - an 
increase of more than 
163,000 compared to 2012. 

This is the biggest increase 
in a single year since 2008 
and it means six per cent of 
UK adults are now diagnosed 
with diabetes. 

Diabetes UK has warned that 
with one in 17 people now 
diagnosed with the condition, 
the need to improve diabetes 
healthcare is now more urgent 
than ever.

They could be deployed anywhere in 
the county depending on daily demand 
and need.” 

It is anticipated the changes will be 
introduced following the completion of 
ongoing negotiations with the Fire 
Brigades Union.

Concern over school homes 


OPPOSITION is mounting against 
school governors' plans to build 
two houses in Ely's conservation 
area. 

King’s Ely has applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build two three- 
bedroom houses on land at the rear 
of 35 St Mary’s Street. 

The school, which owns number 
35 and used to use the building as 
boarding facilities for its pupils, 
says the properties will be built to 
ensure they “complement their 
surrounding context”. 

But nearby residents, the City of 
Ely Council and the Ely Society are 
calling for the proposals to be 
refused by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

City councillors say the proposals 
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are “overdevelopment of the site”, 
that the access to the site is “not 
acceptable” and that the homes 
will have a “detrimental impact on 
the visual scene of Parade Lane”, 
which the properties would back 
on to. 

They added: “Since the pharmacy 
has opened in the doctor’s surgery 
there has been an increase in the 
amount of traffic going in and out 
of the doctor’s car park, which will 
be the shared access with this site. 

“Vehicles leaving this site will be 
blind to those vehicles exiting the 
surgery car park.” 

Among the residents against the 
plans is retired architect Frank 


Redhead, of nearby Downham 
Road, who is not only echoing 
councillors’ concerns but also 
worried about the future of a 
number of trees on the site, 
some of which are protect¬ 
ed by Tree Preservation 
Orders. 

He said: “The magnifi¬ 
cent, large, mature trees 
in the garden of 35 St 
Mary’s Street contribute 
greatly to the character of 
the neighbourhood. 

“They could not survive 
such development as this, when 
their consequent loss would be 
detrimental to the character and 
appearance of the conservation 
area.” 


The school’s agents say the “space 
available has been fully utilised 
with regard to the sensitivities and 
constraints of the site”. 

They added: “The position¬ 
ing of the new houses has 
been sited to ensure that 
the impact of the built 
form complements its 
surrounding context, 
particularly with regard 
to neighbour amenity, ori¬ 
entation, impact on trees, 
wider distance views and 
overall visual impact on the 
conservation area.” 

Residents have until Saturday, 
February 22 to have their say on the 
plans.

Funding bid for 
turbine protest 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans for a mini wind farm 
on the outskirts of Ely have 
launched a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to help pay for their 
protest. 

Hundreds of residents are 
now throwing their weight 
behind the Stop Berry Fen 
Wind Farm campaign and 
the group has elected a for¬ 
mal committee to co-ordi¬ 
nate their battle. 

The group plans to organise 
protests and utilise experts to 
help with their fight, and as a 
result a fundraising cam¬ 
paign has been set up and 
residents, businesses and 
organisations can donate. 

As previously reported, REG 
Windpower, which has 
numerous wind farms in the 
area, wants to build four wind 
turbines at Berry Fen - land 
between Haddenham and 
Aldreth. 

The height of each turbine 
would be 130m if the scheme 
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were approved. 

REG Windpower says the 
new turbines could provide 
enough renewable energy to 
power approximately 4,500 
homes. 

Bosses are also proposing to 
set up a community fund 
worth £36,000 a year to sup¬ 
port local charities and com¬ 
munity projects. 

But protestors say the 
turbines will “destroy 
the peace and tran¬ 
quility” of the area, 

“wreak havoc” on 
local wildlife and 
have a detrimental 
impact on local prop¬ 
erty prices. 

Jon Sanford, a spokes¬ 
man for the campaign 
group, said: “We need to fight 
as hard as we can to stop this 
act of industrial vandalism 
near our villages. 

“This will be a long and dif¬ 


ficult fight against REG, who 
have access to funds and a 
great deal of experience in 
obtaining planning permis¬ 
sion for turbines. 

“However, the number of 
successful objections to wind 
turbines are rising signifi¬ 
cantly as local communities 
have much more of a say on 
their local environment and 
we are determined to stop 
our special part of the 
world being blighted. 
“We urge locals to 
help us raise the 
necessary funds to 
fight this propos¬ 
al.” 

A screening opin¬ 
ion for the scheme 
has been submitted 
to East 

Cambridgeshire 
District Council, which has 
the final say.

They are using the money in 
a number of ways, including 
hiring extra PE teachers, pur¬ 
chasing new equipment and 
offering more after-school 
clubs. 

Sir Jim said: “Under the last 


Government there were thou¬ 
sands of schools where no 
pupils at all took part in com¬ 
petitive sport. 

“It is great news for young 
people in Cambridgeshire 
that this Government has 
committed £150 million a 
year to securing the Olympic 
and Paralympic legacy in our 
primary schools.”

ALAN Ayckbourn is notoriously prolific, 
which is why it’s rather nice that the Arts 
Theatre is squeezing a trio of his plays 
(well four technically, there’s a double bill 
in there too), into the space of a week. 

The British playwright and director, 
who has penned more than 70 plays in a 
rather sparkling career (there have been 
honorary doctorates and London Evening 
Standard awards aplenty), has quite the 
back catalogue of work to choose from 
loo. 

Produced by Scarborough's Stephen 
Joseph Theatre - of which Ayckbourn was 
artistic director until he began slowing 
down following a stroke in 2006 - the 
repertory options are colourful, wit-filled 
marvels to gawp, laugh and shake your 


head at. They are: 

Arrivals and Departures: Thursday and 
Saturday 

Commissioned in 2013 to accompany 
a revival of Time of My Life, Arrivals 
and Departures is still in its early days 
of touring. It opens at a London train 
station where a crack team is in place 
to capture a terrorist ("The Strategic 
Simulated Distractional Operations Unit 
is ready to pounce!"). However, the 
real focus of the play is the relationship 
between a traffic warden from Harrogate 
called Barry Hawkins and troubled young 
female military liaison officer Ez Swain, 
his minder. 

Flicking between the pairs' memories, 
flashing back through their lives and 


then nipping swiftly into the present, 
whooshing through railways and bus 
stations and airports as they go, the 
question is: will they catch their man? 
Time of My Life: Friday and Saturday 

Set in a Yorkshire restaurant that has 
seen more than its fair share of ups and 
downs in the life of one dysfunctional 
family, this is the first revival of Time of 
My Life since its premiere in 1992. 

Starting with 59-year-old Laura 
Stratton's birthday meal, the story splits 
into three plot-lines from three slices of 
time, all within the restaurant. 

Expect pointed silences, screaming 
matches, infidelities, touching reminiscing 
and the spirals of family drama. 

Farcicals: Saturday only 


Here's where the double bill comes 
in. Described as a duo of "frivolous 
comedies", Farcicals is a two-parter of 
a production centred on married couple 
Teddy and Lottie. 

In Chloe With Love, Teddy and Lottie 
aren't exactly getting on - marital bliss 
this is not. So in weigh neighbours Penny 
and Reggie with a plan to lure the pair 
away from temptation, but then the 
rather voluptuous Chloe turns up... 

The Kidderminster Affair tracks a 
rather uncomfortable barbecue in which 
Teddy tries to not burn the sausages and 
keep Lottie from finding out about what 
happened in Kidderminster with Penny. 
And poor Reggie hasn't got a clue what's 
going on.

HOW do you attribute value 
to a piece of art? Under the 
auctioneer's hammer earlier 
this month, Camille Pissarro's 
impressionist work Boulevard 
Montmartre, Matinee De 
Printemps almost scaled the 
dizzy heights of £20 million. 

The painting belonged 
to Jewish industrialist Max 
Silberberg, who was forced to 
break up his collection by the 
Nazis. Thankfully, the painting 
eventually found its way back 
to Silberberg's family in 2000. 

Many other artworks from 
around Europe, plundered by 
Hitler's troops, might have 
been lost forever were it not 
for the valiant efforts of the 
Monuments Men. 

This small platoon of 
museum curators, architects, 


artists and historians were too 
old to be drafted but shared 
an unwavering belief in the 
preservation of 1,000 years 
of culture. They risked their 
lives to locate caches of stolen 
artworks and return paintings, 
sculptures and drawings to the 
rightful owners. 

This fascinating true story 
of heroism is retold as a 
gung-ho Ocean's Eleven-sty\e 
caper by George Clooney in 
his fifth directorial feature. 
And as history lessons go, 

The Monuments Men is 
lightweight and mildly 
entertaining. 

President Roosevelt (Mike 
Dalton) sanctions Harvard 
art historian Frank Stokes 
(Clooney) to venture behind 
enemy lines and save as many 
treasures as possible. 

Stokes recruits six men - 
curator James Granger (Matt 
Damon), Sergeant Richard 


Campbell (Bill Murray), 
Sergeant Walter Garfield 
(John Goodman), Lieutenant 
Jean Claude Clermont (Jean 
Dujardin), Private Preston 
Savitz (Bob Balaban) and 
Major Donald Jeffries (Hugh 
Bonneville) - and despatches 
them to key points to search 
for the loot. Granger heads 
to Paris where he hopes 
to extract vital intelligence 
from Claire Simone (Cate 
Blanchett), curator at the Jeu 
de Paume. 

The Monuments Men strikes 
an uneven tone between 
comedy and drama, which 
sometimes jars. At the very 
end of the film, Roosevelt 
turns to Stokes and asks, 
"Thirty years from now, 
you think anyone's going to 
remember these men died for 
a piece of art?" 

If Clooney's film is their 
enduring legacy, perhaps not.

Growers of 
the Great War 


MORE than 5,000 British citizens were interned 
in First World War civilian detention camp 
Ruhleben, an old racecourse outside Berlin. 

It was described as 'scandalously inadequate', 
'not fit to keep pigs in', and yet, amid all the 
horror, a group of green-fingered British men - 
who'd been living in Germany 
at the outbreak of war - 
decided to create something 
beautiful. 

Forming a horticultural 
society, they set to work on 
the land to help feed their 
fellow prisoners, and with 
it, feed hope in the face of 
adversity. 

This unique story, uncovered 
by the RHS Lindley Library, will 
be told in a new exhibition in 
October to commemorate the 
centenary of the First World 
War. The RHS is appealing to anyone who thinks 
a relative may have been one of these prisoners 
to get in touch ( libraryenquirieslondon@rhs.org. 
uk) and share their story. 

What the society already knows about these 
brave men, who overcame long imprisonment 
and harsh conditions with crops and flowers, is 
fascinating enough, though. 


At first the prisoners were put into the Tea 
House and stable buildings - some men were 
even crowded into a disused horsebox. Eventually 
barracks were built, but serious problems with 
catering soon led to food riots. 

Some improvements were undertaken by the 

German authorities after a visit 
by the American ambassador 
brought conditions to wider 
notice, and forced them to limit 
damaging publicity. 

But it was the prisoners 
themselves, and their love 
of gardening, which really 
transformed the camp. 

Initially, horticulture was 
limited to a few British 
enthusiasts who made flower 
pots out of biscuit tins and 
developed rudimentary gardens 
outside their barracks. But a 
gift of seeds from the Crown Prince of Sweden 
sparked more ambitious plans; and the Ruhleben 
Horticultural Society was formed. 

Within days of its first meeting, the secretary 
wrote to the RHS back in England asking to 
become an affiliated society. Stunned and 
amazed by this call, the RHS sent huge amounts 
of seeds, bulbs and advice to its new affiliate,

deep behind enemy lines. 

The members of the new society, eventually 
numbering more than 900, fed the camp's 
inmates, earned money to fuel its fledgling 
economy, disguised their bleak surroundings and 
organised RHS flower shows to boost morale. 

Despite the complaints about the food supplied 
in the camp, the first priority appears to have 
been to grow flowers - perhaps a basic human 
longing for beauty. In January 1917 permission 
was sought to create a vegetable garden. The 
RHS sent vegetable seeds which were planted 
out in March. In the society's first year, they 
grew many flowers including petunias, dahlias, 
chrysanthemums, stocks, lobelia, nicotiana and 
sweet peas, along with 20,000 lettuces, cabbages 
and cauliflowers, 500 celery plants, 600 tomato 


plants producing 3001b of fruit, 100 marrow 
plants, 36 melons and 72 cucumbers. 

During 1917, the Ruhleben Horticultural Society 
organised competitions and held two flower 
shows - prizes were awarded for vegetables, cut 
flowers, sweet peas, table decorations, button 
holes, window boxes and gardens. 

After the Armistice finally came, the camp was 
rapidly disbanded. In 1958 the racecourse and all 
its buildings were demolished to make way for a 
sewage works. 

■ The story of the Ruhleben Horticultural Society 
will be part of an exhibition on gardening during 
the First World War to be held at the Garden 
Museum, Lambeth Palace Road, London SE1 in 
October, 2014. It will go on tour in RHS Gardens 
in 2015/16.

‘We deserved to 
lose,’ says Alsop 


ALAN Alsop made no excuse after Ely’s 
winless home run continued with a 3-2 defeat 
at the hands of CRC in the Thurlow Nunn 
League, Premier Division.

Matters are further complicated by CRC 
opting to withdraw from the Premier Division 
at the end of the season. 

“They voted on restructuring the league last 
season and voted against it, but if it’s 


something they want to do then it will 
probably happen at some point,” said Alsop 

“But I want us to be out of it so we don’t need 
a free pass. We need to start winning games 
because other teams are pulling ahead of us.” 

Meanwhile, the draw for the semi-finals of 
the Red Insure Cup has seen Alsop’s side 
handed a home game with Newmarket. 

The tie takes place at the Unwin Ground on 
Tuesday, March 4. The winners face either 
AFC Sudbury, Brantham Athletic or Felixstowe 
& Walton in the final. 

In the Ryman League, North Division, 
Soham stayed top of the table despite their 
game away to Aveley being postponed due to a 
waterlogged pitch. 

That fixture has since been rearranged for 
Thursday, March 6. 

Soham return to action on Saturday when 
they host Burnham Ramblers and a win would 
keep them in pole position.
